7. ‘To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to con- 
tract for a term of years for building macadam roads, and 
sell or lease the rock crusher, engine, roller, etc., to parties 
contracting. ; 

8. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to pur- 
chase land for a rock ledge. 

9. To see what amount the town will vote to raise for the 
observance of Memorial Day. 

10. To see what amount the town will vote to raise for 
lighting streets. 


11. To see what the town will vote to raise for school 
books and supplies. 
12. To direct how the school money shall be expended. 


13. To see if the town will vote to establish and main- 
tain the bounds of the old cemetery. 

14. To see if the town will vote to pay J. M. Kimball 
one-half the money expended on his walk last fall. 

15. To see if the town will vote to pay Frank Smith & 
Co. for lighting streets the last two months. 

16. To see what amount the town will vote to raise for 
the support of the reading rooms of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union.

Report of the Board of Health. 
To the Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN :—Upon assuming the duties of Health Of- 
ficers last May, we found that the sanitary condition of the 
town had been neglected in past years. The result of this 
negligence culminated in a typhoid fever epidemic of con- 
siderable proportions during the latter part of the summer 
and early fall. The fevers were almost wholly in that sec- 
tion of the village that had not received attention from the 
authorities. The filth of years had been allowed to accu- 
mulate, and it is a wonder that fever and other disease had 
not broken out before, and that they were so easily con- 
trolled the last season.

We found one family drinking water from a well in the 
cellar, which was not 10 feet from a privy that had not been 
cleaned for years, and a cesspool and sink drain still nearer. 
Is it strange that the woman and little boy had typhoid 
fever? We immediately condemned the well, had the privy 
cleaned, the whole place renovated, aqueduct water intro- 
duced, and the sick ones recovered. 

Such or similar conditions existed in nearly every instance 
where typhoid appeared. 

In some cases. it was not the impure water, but the ne- 
glected privy, sink drain, the living too near, or’ visiting 
such fever breeders. 

We have made over a hundred inspections, had the prem- 
ises cleaned, and wherever it was necessary have exercised 
our authority; but in a majority of the cases we found the 
people ready to aid us. 

We have condemned several of the old wells which pro- 
duced ‘‘good, sparkling” water ‘‘that had some taste to it;” 
had a number of houses connected with the public sewers, 
the sewers cleaned, sink drains attended to, etc. 

We believe that the village is in a better condition to ward 
off disease than when we took charge; still there is work to 
be done. 

With the introduction of the water system, and the conse- 
quent demand for closets, it is essential that our sewers be 
extended, and although we know the needs of the whole vil- 
lage, we do not feel like recommending to the town any 
great outiay the present season. The people can if they 
will, and if they will not let the Board of Heath compel them 
to keep their premises in good condition. 

We do, however, recommend that the sewer from near the 
Methodist parsonage, on High street, to the Maine Central 
railroad depot be taken up and a larger one put in, as it is 
now too small to meet the demands made upon it. Also, 
there should be a drain tile from the river, near Richardson’s 
Factory, up the brook by Riley Hosmer’s, on Elm street, 
to land owned by the Richardsons. 

A sewer ought to be put in on the upper end of Main 
street; but the need is no greater now than for years past. 
The same is also true of the upper part of Middle street. 
The time is coming when these sewers must be put in; but 
if a little is done each year the result will be accomplished, 
and the expense less keenly felt. 

The Selectmen should see that no one connects water 
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closets to the present sewers without permission, as provided 
in chapter 79 of the Public Statutes, and where these con- 
nections have been made to have them cut off. Where they 
are a public nuisance or danger, or a sufficient assessment 
paid to cover the expense, it must be to the town to put the 
sewers ina good sanitary condition. As an example, we 
cite the large sewer on the east side of Main street, which 
was constructed simply to carry off the surface water, and 
discharges at the north end of the bridge. It has now be- 
come a public nuisance, and we fear was the cause this year 
of three cases of fever, one proving fatal.
